Bpeaking as an expert, I deem the build- 
ings we propose to erect to be far more 
immune from fire than those of the Colum- 
bian Exposition or that at Buffalo.

Flaming Lighters Floated 
Among Ocean Vessels. 


TWO PIERS AND SHIP BURNED 


LOSS OF LIFE ESTIMATED FROM 
TWO TO FIFTY. 


Police Believe Disgruntled Sailor Start- 
ed the Blaze, Which Imperiled 
250 Lives and Did Nearly 
$1,000,000 Damage. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, March 19.—Fire wiped out 
the Phenix Line and Barber Line piers in 
Hoboken last night and was later commu- 
nicated by burning lighters to the New 
York side of the river. 

Fifty lives are reported to have been 
lost, but only two persons are known to be 
missing. At least twenty of the crew of 
the British Queen, of the Wilson line, 
which was completely destroyed, were on 
board the ship. Most of them jumped over- 
board and are believed to have reached 


the shore. 
The pono loss is nearly $1,000,000. 
The fire was one of the most spectacular 
in the history of New York, surpassing the 
es North German Lloyd Line fire in Ho- 
ken twenty-one months ago. 
Fanned by the forty-mile gale that was 
blowing, the flames rose to a height of 
several hundred feet and illuminated the 


sky. 

Three burning of) barges were released 
from the blazing piers and were set adrift 
on the river. he flames towering above 
them from stem to stern, they were driven 
before the terrific wind down the river. 

Two were carried in toward the New 
York shore. One touched ait the pier at tne 
foot of Rector street and set fire to it. Fire 
was also communicated to the pier at the 
foot of Murray street. 

The American line and Starin pier and 
aay others contiguous to them were in 
imminent danger of catching fire, The 
barge, the flames from which were mount- 
ing higher every minute under the impulse 
of the gale, drifted perilousiy near many 
piers. ‘The fire lighted up the whole river, 
pe gp om ferry boats and river craft in 
clear relief. 


Magnificent Spectacle 
From New York. 
From the New York shore it made a mag- 
nificent spectacle. By its light the entire 
surroundings of the fire in Hoboken could 


be plainly discerned. The buildings near 
the fire could be seen as plainly as in day- 
light. The wind carried the smoke in all 
directions, alternately screening. the fire 
from the view of the onlookers on the New 
York side. Then it would iift and the great 
mountain of flames woul be revealed, 
more brillant than ever. i 
The fleet of burning oll barges made a 
vivid picture in the river. hey floated 
@ ewarm of craft hover- 
ing about them. 


It is believed the fire was started by some 
disgruntled member of the créw of the 
British Queen, At 5 p. m. yesterday there 
was a free fight on board, due to the fact 
that some hands believed that they had 
not been properly fed while at gea. Three 
members of the crew, who had put up a 
cemplaint to the steward on behalf of their 
messmates. were arrested. ~ 

In the meanwhile, most of the crew had 
left the ship and were hanging about the 
deck In a sullen mood. 

‘“‘We were 19 days at sea,”’ said one of the 
men, “and for 18 days we lived on three 
vr four potatoes and a piece of sait meat 
at each meal. The men kicked because 
they could not get any decent grub and 
complained to the steward. He Ajit one of 
them and then there was a free t. They 
had no right to arrest those men. They 
were simply asking for their rights.” 
Everything conspired to make a confla- 
gration. The pier on which the fire start- 
ed was filled with oil barrels, cotton and 
combustibles gneve: On board the Brit- 

Queen. which would have satled for 
Antwerp today, were oil barrels, rags and 
siinilar tinder, and alongside the — were 
barges loaded with wood alcohol, oil cake 
and the like. A terrific northwest wind 
blew the flames from the burning plier up- 
on all these combustibles. 

The next pler south, owned by the Bar- 
ber line, was fought for by the firemen, as 
it was filled with the same materials as 
those burning, and just south was the ‘Hol- 
land-American ier, where the valuable 
steamship Maasadam lay. She put out in- 
o the stream under her own steam to save 

erself. 


How the Flames 
Gained Headway. 
The fire started almost before the eyes 
of Customs Inspector B. 8. Kasmire, whose

Almost be- 
fore he could realize it the flames had 
caught the sides of the shed and spread 
half way along the pier. 

Spectators say that men jumped from the 
stern of the British Queen and from the 
end of the Phenix pier and were picked up 
by the tugs which flocked to the scene of 
danger. 

The regular crew of the British Queen 
numbered 37 men. Chief Engineer Scott 
was asleep at the time the fire started. and 
he was not seen afterward. H. Dilkes, 
fourth engineer, may have been ashore, 
but he did not appear after the fire start-

POLICE GIVE EVIDENCE AGAINST 
JOHN VOEPEL. 


FOR MURDER OF HIS MOTHER 


The Boy Seems Unconcerned About the 
Tragedy, But Is Interested in 
Insurance Money.

NEW YORK, March 19.—John Albert 
Voepel, 17, who is accused of stabbing to 
death his mother, Catherine Voepel, in 
their home, No. 129 Christopher street, on 
Feb. 14 last, is thought to be guilty by the 
police. This theory is largely based on the 
boy’s indifference about his mother’s death. 
One witness testified at the hearing that he 
saw John on the street at his news stand 
and asked him to go upstairs and call his 
mother, as he (witness) wanted to see her. 

“He was gone about 15 minutes and when 
he came back, said: ‘Somebody has burst 
in the door and killed mother. the only 
friond.I have got.’ He asked me to help 
him close the stand. I said to him, ‘You 
ought not to stop to close the stand; the 
time will gc aginst you. You ought to tell 
the police at once.’ He said, ‘Do you think 
so?’ I answered, ‘Yes, I do.’ Then he 
started for the station on a run. When he 
came back he had two men with him. 

Policeman Murphy, who was sent with 
Voepel, said that at the foot of the sta- 
tion house steps the boy turned to him and 
said. “I wilt have to notify the insurance 
company, won't I?"

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EXPENSIVE TELESCOPE DISKS 


Three Years Have Been Required to 
Make Two fora Pittsburg 
Observatory.

PITTSBURG, Pa., March 19.—Two great 
disks for the new telescope of the Allegheny 
Observatory, which have required unusually 
careful work for the last three years at the 
workshop of Edouard Mantolis of Paris, 
have arrived at the workshop of Prof. John 
A. Brashear, in Allegheny. 

Machinery for the grinding of the great 
glasses has been prepared and work will 
be started as svon as the W-inch glass for 
the Chill observatory is completed. It will 
require the remainder of the year to grind 
the big glass.

Stick the kernels selected for test- 
ing point down in the sand, 10 kernels to 
the plate. Sprinkle a little dry sand over 
the wet sand, turn a second smaller plate 
over Lhe first to prevent the too rapid evap- 
oration of moisture, and set in a warm place 
under the stove or in a warm room. The 
temperature of the ordinary living room is 
warm enough to sprout the seed. 

The experiment etation requests that 
those who make tests keep a record of the 
number of kernels that sprout and send a 
cupy to the station, so that as complete in- 
formation as possible regarding the condi- 
tion of Illinols seed corn may be obtained. 
The following precautions are suggested: 
1. If the sand becomes dry sprinkle warm 
water (not too hot to hold the hand in) over 
it until the sand is thoroughly moistened 

2. Wait until the kernels are pushed out of 
the sand by the young plants. Do not dig 
them up until the end of the ten davs. 

8. Use as fine sand as can be procured It 
will hold the moisture longer than coarse 
sand; hence will furnish more favorable 
conditions for germination 

At the end of the six days 95 per cent our 
of the tested kernels should have sprouted. 
If 5 per cent of the kernels fail to sprout 
i¢ indicates poor vitality. Such s@ed corn 
should not be planted, as the result wil:

Trust Lobbyist Is Making 
First Losing Fight. 


BUT HE HOPES YET TO WIN 


PERSONALITY OF CENTRAL FIG- 
URE IN BATTLE FOR BEETS. 


Long All Powerful in Shaping Legisla- 
tion by Making Trust Fights 
as Farmer, He Nears 
His Waterloo. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, March 19.—Henry T. Ox- 
nard is by far the foremost figure in the 
fight io prevent the admission to the Uni- 
ted States of Cuban sugar at a reduction on 
the tariff of 20 per cent. The statesmen at 
Washington know him wellgfor he Nas de- 
feated many important public measures and 
promoted others with his influence, clever- 
ness and the millions at his command, but 
he has never been involved in a controversy 
of such general interest as that affecting 
Cuba through her sugar industry. Upon 
the outcome of the fight will rest, it is said, 
the prosperity of the isiand; and the suc- 
eess of Mr. Oxnard, which would be that in 
reality of the Sugar Trust, would, it is as- 
serted by those who call themselves the 
friends of justice, stigmatize the United 
States as untrue to the pledges made to the 
eople of Cuba. 
ae. Oxnard is in the fight of his life, 
and so great is his power that he is all 
but victorious. He has caused a big split 
in the Republican party. There was held 
nast night a Republican caucus on Cuban 
reciprocity adjourned from the stormy cau- 
cus of Tuesday last, when there was one of 
the most desperate factional struggles in 
the history of the party. 

This cance, by a vote of 85 to 31, decided 
to maintain the policy of the administra- 
tion to grant Cuba a reciprocity treaty, re- 
ducing the tariff on its goods 20 per cent be- 
low the prescribed rate. > 
This determination was not reached with- 
out a bitter fight on behalf of the sugar in- 
terests. President Roosevelt was de- 
nounced for his interference with Congress. 
Intil he took a hand in the contest and 
insisted that his promise of favoritism for 
Cuba be made good, the sugar men had 
-verything their way. The influence he 
brought to bear won the victory when it 
seemed to be lost. 

An amendment, introduced by Represent- 
ative Sibley, limits the operation of the 
conoession to Dec. 31, 1 The caucus de- 
Cc to see that no amendments to the 
concession bill should be offered and that 
a general discussion of the tariff should be 
avoided. 

This action apparently setties the fight of 
the sugar trust. But the resourceful Ox- 
nard may yet find a way to win. He will 
contest the issue to the last ditch. His plea 
is that he is making the great battle solely 
on behalf of the agricultural interests of 
he country. 

Oxnard is a bald-headed little man with 
a heavy blond moustache. He is shy and 
retiring as a woman, as secretive as a jack- 
daw and as resourceful! as an Indian. He 
has the reputation in Washington of be- 
ing the ‘‘smoothest’’ lobbyist the city has 
seen in many years. Since he first ap- 
peared here he has devoted his time almost 
exclusively to sugar. During the fight on 
the Wilson tariff bill he was an expert for 
the Sugar trust, and was always at hand 
to help out the ways and means committee 
in the House, of the finance committee in 
the Senate, with sugar facts and figures, 
strictly, of course, from the viewpoint of 
the trust. Juat now he is devoting his en- 
tire energies to keeping the tariff, that he 
helped to get on sugar, 4s it is. 


What Mr. Oxnard’s 

Interests Are. 

He is president of the American Sugar 
Beet Growers’ Association and has heavy 
interests in beet sugar factories and farms 
in Nebraska and California. He was once 
a sugar refiner with a refinery at Hoboken, 
which he and his two brothers conducted 
At an opportune moment he sold out to the 
Sugar Trust. Then he went to Germany and 
made an exhaustive study of beet sugar 
growing. He returned to this country and 
established two big factories in Nebraska. 
These were the first beet sugar factories 
of any importance in the United States. 
Since then he and his brother have 
branched .out into California. In addition 
to his own beet sugar interests he is en- 


req | gaged largely in prpmoting beet sugar grow- 


ing in the states adaptea to it. and is gen- 
erally corceded to have a greater know!- 
edge of the subject than any man in the 
country. In addition to this, he is president 
of the Herry T. Oxnard Construction Co., 
which builds beet sugar factories and in- 
stalls thei: machinery. Thus Mr. Oxnard 
gets money from all sides of the beet sugar 
industry. 

The fight that Oxnard is making now to 
prevent the 20 per cent tariff reduction on 
Cuban sugar is the first losing fight he has 
ever made before Congress. He does not 
think he is beaten. but he is. Oxnard prob- 
ably cares as little about the beet sugar 
growers of the United States as he does 
about ths coolies in China. It is a business 
proposition with him. If he can keep the 
tariff or Cuban sugar as it {s he can sel] his 
product for a cent a pound more than he 
can if the tariff is reduced. This means that 
more farmers will go to raising beets and 
that there will be a larger demand for his 
brand of factories and machinery, 


His Method 

of Operating. 

Oxnard is very rich. He lives tn mag- 
nificent style In a house near Dupont Cir- 
cle. He entertains lavishly, but is very 
careful that his lists of guests are not pub- 
lished promiscuously. He is thoroughly 
cold-blooded about his work. He has no 
time to waste in sentimentalities. If he 


talks to a man at any length it is because 
hat man knows something he wants to 
know or because he can use him. He ts so 
well known in Washington as a lobbvist 
that to associate with him stamps a «man 
as susceptible to lobby influence. 

No charges of corruption or crookedness 
have ever bean laid against Oxnard and 
made to stick. He used methods of per- 
suasion known only to himself. He gen- 
erally gets what he goes for. In the course 
of the years he has been in Washington he 
has worked mainly for the Republican 
party: that is to say, he has had such in- 
fluence with certain senators and repre- 
sentatives that he has been able to pre- 
vail upon them to vote for Republican 
policies when votes were badly needed. It

The story of Stephen's army career, his | 
love for Virginia Carvel, who hated him at, 
first because he was a Yankee, and his final | 
triumph In winning his ladylove, is familiar 
to St. Louisans, as throughout the land. 


NOT BORN IN BOSTON. 

Henry Hitchcock was not born in Bos- | 
ton, though he was of New Engiand Ge- | 
scent. He was educated at Yale, which | 
gave him an opportunity to absorb New | 
Englandism if his southern birth deprived | 


him of his share. | 

Mr. Hitchoock, far from being a Yankee, | 
was born in Alabama, and should have de- 
lighted the ‘heart of Virginia Carvel for | 
that reason if for no other. But frictionists 
must have some latitude and the mere in- | 
cident of birth should not be permitted to | 
destroy the interesting assumption, in view 
of lack of confirmation by Mr. Churchill 
himself, that the dead lawyer was Stephen 
Brice in reai life. 

For half a century, at any rate, Mr. | 
Hitchcock was a leading member of the Si. 
Louis bar. and he amassed a fortune. He | 
died in his handsome home at 64 Vande- 
venter place, his brother, Secretary of wine |

WAS AN ABLE WRITER. 


Former CLicutenant-Governor Charlies P. 
Johnson said to the Post-Dispatch: 

“The first thing that attracted my atten- 
tion to Henry Hitchcock was his work 4s | 
He coutributed comniunications 
to the old Intelligencer, a St. Louis datiy | 
of antebellum days. These were signed 
with a nom de piume. I was a boy, and had 
conducted a Hitle country paper. [ came to 
St. Louls, and Henry Hitchcock was pointea 
out to me as the author of the Intelligen-| 
cer articles. I remember that I thought, 
he must be a remarkably able man to write | 
such articles.” 

Mr. Hitchcock became «assistant editor ot} 
the Intelligeacer, which was « Whig paper. | 
In thie work he parallels the career of the 
hero of *“The Crisis,”” who also worked for 
newspapers. Stephen Brice helped out his

ewspaper writing. 
P Mr. Hitchcock was married in 1857 to Miss | 
Collier, eldest daughter of the late | 
George Collier, one of the wealthy mer- | 
chants of St. Louis. whose estate the son- | 
in-law handled with distinguished skill. 
Mr. Hitchcock was one of the first Re- 
publicans, supporting John C. Fremont for 
the presidency in 1857. In 1860 he made his 
first political speech of consequence. It 
was an able argument for the election of 


Abraham Lincoln.

Neighbors Believe the Police Are Mis- 
taken and That Mrs. Carey Had 
No Reason to End Her — 
Peaceful Life. 


Shortly before midnight Tuesday, Frank 
Costie, 18 years old, of 2701 Howard street, | 
notified the police of the Dayton, street 
station that a woman had been murdered 
at 2007 Howard street. 

Policemen McQuellen, Delaney and Bock 
were assigned to investigate. 

At the number given they found Mrs. El- 
len Carey, aged 73 years, suffering from a 
serious knife wound of the throat. 

She was conveyed in an ambulance to the 
City Hospital. The physicians pronounced 
her condition serious. 

To the police and the hospital authorities 
Mrs. Carey declared that a man, whom she 


did not know, entered her house between 9 
and 10 o'clock Tuesday night. 
Following a slight scuffle the man drew a 


j knife and stabbed her in the throat, inflict- 


ing a gash about two inches long. 

Living with Mrs. Carey and asleep in an- 
other apartment of the house at the time, 
was Bridget Tracy, a domestic, 24 y@ars old. 

The young woman has told eonflicting 
stories of the assault, and according to the 
police she is mentally unbalanced. 


POLICE SAY SUICIDE. 

“We have investigated the case fully,” 
said Police Sergeant Lang to the Post-Dis- 
patch, ‘‘and find out that it is a clear case 
of attempted suicide.’’ 

Capt. Gaffney made a similar statement.

DOMESTIC SAW THE MAN. 


Bridget Tracy passed the night at the 
home of Policeman Meehan, 1521 North Jef- 
ferson avenue. Wednesday morning she left 
there and went to stop with friends at 
2709 Howard street. 

The young woman, the police say, shows 
clear signs of dementia. 

When questioned by the Post-Dispatch 
she stated that she saw a man cut Mrs. 
Carey's throat Tuesday night; that after 
doing so he hurriedly made his escape. 

Mrs. Carey made the following statement 
to the Post-Dispatch this morning: 

“As I was preparing for bed there came 
a rap at the door. rhe Gog in the yard 
barked so furiously that I made a hasty an- 
swer for fear he woull bite the stranger. 
When I opened the door a man jumped in 
and grabved me and drew a sharp blade 
across my throat.!I fell back against. a 
table and my hand struck a knife there. | 
clutched ‘t determined to make a fight, Put 


| When | staggered to the door the man wes 


gone. Suosequentiv I put the knife I held 
in the kitchen table drawer where it be- 
longed. That is how the t-lceod stains came 
upon it. When I found I was wounded I 
cried to Bridget Tracy, who lived with me. 
and she came with bandages) The man, I 
believe, followed me from the corner bakery 
for he looked like a man who was there 
and zaw me change a $19 bill. 

“Two months ago an attempt was. made 
to force my door at night, but my screams 
and dog caused the robbers to flee. Every- 
body up there on Howard street credits me 
with having money. The fact ts I eke out 
a meager existence by doing what washing 
I can at my advanced years."’ 

The girl said the assault happened about 
ll o' tlocx.

THE FIGHT OF GAYNOR AND 
GREENE FOR LIBERTY. 


BATTLE IS ON IN QUEBEC 


Conspiracy to Defraud the Government 
Is Not in the Treaty, Says the 
Men Implicated With 
Capt. Carter. 


QUEBEC, March 19.—Col. John F. Gay- 
nor and Capt. B. D. Greene are here awalt- 
ing the attack of the department of justice 
of the United States government. They do 
not know what form the move will take, 
but their attorneys have assured them that 
they will be able to meet and repel it. At 
present Gaynor and Greene are the most 
conspicuous men in this city. 

Their presence in the Chateau Frontenac 
makes that hotel the center of an interest- 
ing legal due: in the federal court. On one 
side is Judge Emory Speer of the United 
States district court, and on the other are 
two shrewd and wary men, fighting for 
thelr liberty under the guidance of some of 
the ablest legal minds of the country. 

This duel already has lasted two years 
and two months, but to all appearances it 
has only begun. It has cost the defend- 
ants thousands of dollars and will cost 
them thousands more, but they are deter- 
mined to go to the limit of their resources 
rather than stand trial before the relentless 
judge who holds court In Savannah, Ga. 

It is no secret that — Speer deems 
his personal reputation and standing to be 
involv in the case. He has olearly indi- 
cated that he belleves the two men to be 
guilty, and his friends say he thinks he is 
performing a patriotic duty in his effort to 
send them to prison. His strong personal 
interest in the matter has convinced Col, 
Gaynor and Capt. Greene of the certainty 
of conviction should they be brought before 
him, and they are determined, their friends 
say, not to go. 


Willing to Go 
to New York. 
Thev have told their counsel that they 
are willing to stand trial in New York 
City, or even to submit thelr cases to a jury.

they will never face Judge Speer, because 
they feel they would not have the nigehtinge 
chance that the law intends to give to 
every man who is accused. 
Greene and Col. Gaynor were told 
the extradition treaty between the 
United States and Great Britrin, which 
governs extradition hetween the I'nited 
States and Canada, did not cover the of- 
fense of “conspiracy to defraud the gov- 
ernment” with which they were charged. 

This offense constitutes nothing more 
than a misdemeanor, and the maximum 
punishment for it is two vears in prison 
and a fine. To many persons it might 
seem nreferable to take thie nunishmenr 
if necessary, and thus wipe the slate clean. 
rather than face ruinous expense and defi- 
nite exile. Capt. Greene and Col. Gaynor 
are not of this opinion. 

(ol. Gaynor is interested in some harbor 

work that is being done in the river. He 
came last summer to attend to it and again 
during the ice carnival a few weeks ago. 
It was natural, therefore, that Quebec 
Bhould be their objective point. 
Both men left New York City a week ago 
apparently for Savannah. It was jmpor- 
tant to the success of their plans that they 
should not be interefed with before they 
had been told they would be safe. but 
neither made much concealment of his 
movements. 


Rode on a 
Railroad Pass. 
Col. Gaynor, in fact, rode on a railway 


pass made out in his name and, in Syra- 
cuse, where he —— on the way, showed 
ao openly or the railway station plat- 
orm. 

It has been generally supposed that their 
trip to Canada had cost the two men $40.000 
each, or $80,000, on account of their bail 
bonds, which have been declared forfeited 
by Judge ~ -* It is doubtful {f the gov- 
ernment will be able to collect this bail 
without a fight . 

After the conviction of former Capt. UOber- 
lin M. Carter, who is now confined in the 
federal penitentiary at Fort Leavenworth. 
Kan., the court decided to proceed against 
Col. Gaynor and Capt. Greene, the con- 
tractors who performed the work in Savan- 
nah harbor, where the frauds are alleged to 
have taken place. Capt. Carter was in 
charge of the work for the government. 
which is said to have lost from $700,000 to 
$2,000,000 through collusion or conspiracy 
between him and the contractors. 

When the case against Gaynor and Greene 
was laid before the federal grandjury 
in Savannah an indictment was found 
against them, charging them with conspir- 
acy. 

Col. Gaynor's two brothers, who were 
employed by the firm on salaries, were in- 
dicted at the same time. As this indict- 
ment was for a misdemeanor, the accused 
men had a right to demand that they be 
admitted to bail. This was made $40, for 
each of them. 

Then came the long fight to obtain a 
change of venue to New York. This was 
contested at overs step up to the United 
States Supreme Court. which finally de- 
cided that they must stand trial in Georgia. 
They went to Savannah about two weeks 
ago and pleaded “Not ge ll to the indict- 
ment. Judge Speer told them to appear for 
trial on March 17 and they fled

ADMITS HE TRIED TO TRICK MRS. 
BOYD, CO-TENANT. 


HE TIRED OF MANY BOARDERS 


Finally Had Himself and Mrs. Boyd 
Ejected for His Non-Payment 
of Rent. 


A new method of getting rid of an ob- 
jectionable co-tenant was brought to light 
in the Wyoming street police court Wednes- 
day morning when the case of Dr. J. O. 
Hatton against Mrs. Mary Boyd was called 
for trial. 

Mrs. Boyd was charged with disturbing 
the peace of Dr. Hatton, and as the tr.al 
proceeded the strenuosity of a woman 
against the shrewdness of a man was clear- 
ly developed. 

Dr. Hatton and Mrs. E. Slater rented a 
house at 1723 Washington avenue. The 
house was originally intended for a room- 


ers’ house and had many rooms, too many 
for Dr. Hatton and Mrs. Siater. 

In Mrs. Boyd's testimony she claimed 
there was an agreement between her and 
the doctor and Mrs. Slater, whereby she 
was to have the use of the kitchen and 
dining room for boarders. Dr. Hatton and 
Mrs. S ater boarded with_ her. 

Relations for a while were pleasant, but 
the success of Mrs. Boyd as a boarding 
house keeper became noticeable, and Dr. 
Hatton and Mrs. Slater objected to the 
many boarders. 

Mrs. Boyd testified that she was told by 
Dr. Hatton to vacate the premises with- 
out due notice. This she refused to do. 

She deciared that Dr. Hatton calied in 
three policemen and demanded that tbey 
put her ovt. She said that after the police 
talked with her they decided to have noth- 
ing to do with the case. 

It was at this point of ¢he open hostili- 
ties that Dr. Hatton brought his cunning 
into play as the evidence and his own tes- 
timony went to show. He sought the as- 
sistance of the landlord. who obligingly 
sued him for rent. The case came up in 
February before Justice Spalding and Dr. 
Hatton confessed judgment. 

A day was set for the sheriff to call and 
evict the doctor. On that day Mrs. Boyd 
was summoned into the Dayton atreet po- 
lice court to answer a charge of peace dis- 
turbance preferred by Dr. .Hatiton. The 
plaintiff did not appear and the case was 
continued. 

When Mrs. Bovd reached her home she 

found that the sheriff, under the direction 
of Dr. Hatton, she alleges, had set her 
furniture out on the sidewalk instead of 
Dr. Hatton's belongings. 
After much wrangling the case was taken 
before Judge Zimmerman on a chaige of 
venue. On the stand Mrs. Boyd told how 
she had pointed a ‘36’ caliber revolver at 
Dr. Hatton and had commanded him to 
stay out of her dining room. She was fa- 
millar with the use of firearms, she told 
the court, and always had a revolver 
handy. 

“How do you know that the revolver was 
a ‘36° caliber?” asked Assistant Prosecuting

The disappearance of J. K. Murrell, who is under indictment 


without its consolatory features, St. Louis can well spare all the 
men guilty of bribery and conspiracy to plunder the city.

Borders of Color. 
Beds with borders of color are more at- 
tractive than those with merely brick, tile, 
wood or grass around them. 


The sweet alyssum, with its mass of tiny 
white blossoms, makes a pretty border. 
So does the yellow-leaved pyrethrum or 
golden feather. So does the Tom umb 
or dwarf marigold. In making a border of 
these flowers sow the seed quite thick, so 
that there will be no gaps. 


Grouping the Flowers. 

In placing your flowers, or sowing the 
seed for them, in your beds or along fences, 
you must be guided by the heights of the 
plants when they shall have done grow- 
ing. Short plants will take their places in 
front. Taller ones behind, and so on. No- 
tice how the beds of flowers are arranged 
in the parks and in well-kept gardens. 
No plant hides another. Here is a list of 
the flowers, ee vines, placed in the 
order of their height, beginning with the 
shortest, so that you may know which to 
put in front and which to use for a back- 
ground: 

Sweet alyssum, portulacca, Chinese pink, 
eres. CoRCIER. dwarf rake oni mar- 
gold, poppy, airams, ‘tun Calllopée's, 
bachelor’s button, sala, gallardia, cos- 
mos, sunflower castor bea 

The Cosmos is 6 to 8 feet 
in the fall. Sunflowers and castor ns 
as nearly every child knows, are giants of 
the garden, good to place in’ corners, or 
against fences. In yards, where there are 
no shrubs, they should be planted. so as to 
give that air of luxuriant growth that Is so 
delightful in a well arranged garden.

AMERICAN LEAGUE 


MINUS A HOME 


Refusal of Permit May Com- 
pel a Change of Club’s 
Schedule. 


While Mr. R. L. Hedges and Mr. Ban 
Johnson profess confidence in the ability 
of.the local American League club to open 
the gates of Athletic Park April 23 with a 
new grandstand and all accommodations 
for the anticipated crowds completed, the 
situation is anything but encouraging for 
those energetic promoters. 

As the matter now stands the only chance 
for the local American club to secure a 
permit to erect a temporary pavilion rests 
with the city assembly, which cannot pos- 
sibly run the ordinance through before 
April 4 This would leave less than 20 days 
in which to erect a stand—a short enough 
period for even the most temporary of erec- 
tions. 

The mayor has already declined to inter- 
fere, it is stated, and no way of forcing 
the situation appears to be possible. it is 
even possible that the mayor may veto the 
ordinance after it gets through both houses. 

When the American people secured Ath- 
letic Park for their home, difficulty in ob- 
taining permission to bulld a stand was 
hardly thought of. It was recalled that 
after the fire had destroyed the National 

e club stands last season, the Messrs. 
Robison obtained a permit for erecting a 
temporary structure. 

It was thought a similar favor would be 
granted the American League. 

When the plans for the structure had 
been completed and submitted to the office 
of the building commissioner it was found 
that a protest by oper owners adjacent 
to Athletic Park had been filed.

Suspicious work of any kind will not be 
tolerated on British tracks and no matter 
how influential may be the backing of the 
culprits it will avail them nothing. 

There are few families in England better 
known than the Beresfords, one of whom is 
a celebrated admiral in the navy, and an- 
other a member of the King’s household, 
but with this reat interest behind him 
Sloan was unable to secure the coveted 
license. 

If this stern and uncompromising attitude 
were adopted by officials of racing organiza- 
tions in the Untted States, the sports would 
be on a high plane here, jockeys would so 
conduct themselves that they would avoid 
temptation and ride honestly, and the re- 
ceipts, from the increased patronage 
brought on by this attitude, would unques- 
tionably bring large dividends to the stock- 
holders of the various racing associations. 

Race tracks are encouraged and patron- 
ized by the public exactly in accordance 
with the methods with which they are bein 
conducted. The secret of the wonderfu 
success achieved in Washington Park lies 
in the adop‘ion of a uniform policy of fair- 
ness, impartiality and watchfulness of pub- 
lic interests.

Bride, will be laid away Thursday after-

Mr. MeBride died at 
morning from senility, being 73 years old 
He had practiced law in St. Louis 62 years 
and had defended 35 men charged with mur- 
der in the first degree, in every Case sav- 
ing his client from the gallows, One of 
these was his own son, Paul, still Mving in 
St. Louls.

McBride was the last of the 
oldtime lawyers of St. Louis. He belonged 
to the past, to a period long grown dim 
except to memory. He was the latest sur- 
vivor of the old-fashioned advocate. In his 
profession he was the last of the Mohicans, 
the last leaf on the tree, a solitary, sor- 
rowful, pathetic figure 

Once the bosom friend and crony of Gen. 
Jo shelby and Maj. John N. Edwards, both 
one to the final bivouac long since, Mc- 
tride remained to totter a few years longer 
on the brink 

Ile was not so very old—merely an old- 
timer. He was old-fashioned. Like former 
Gov. Charles P. Johnson, he wore boots. 
Like Elbert Hubbard, he wore long hair. 
Like the typical wild westerner, as the 
storybooks depict him, he carried a weap- 


on, 

MeBride’s weapon, however, was neither 
the sixshooter of Prairie Pete nor the silver- 
handeled revolver of the Kentucky horse- 
man. It wus a Rowle knife—iust an old- 
fashioned Bowie knife the sort that Col. 
Bowie invented and carried before he fell 
beneath the longer lances of the Mex'cans. 


KNIFE WAS A COMPANION. 

The ‘old lawyer is said to have carried 
this knife at all times for many years— 
ever since 1855, the year of the 
O’ Blenis-Prant tragedy. A liveryman 
named O'’Blenis killed Deputy Marshal 
Brant somewhere along the river front, 
which tn those days’ was the scene of 
many fights. McBride, being prosecuting 
attorney at the time, conducted the prose- 
It is said that he took to carrying 
knife to defend himself against the 
river characters whose ire was en- 
endered by his vigorous prosecution of 
"Blenis, and the lawyer appears to have 
the Bowle a congenial companion, 
for he clung to it ever after. 

McBride was one of those men of great 
abilities who, through some individual fail- 
ing or misfortune, come to be known not] 
hy a title of distinction, but by a famil- 
jarized name. To the bar he was ‘Jim’ 
McBride, though his service in the legis- 
lature and his general high qualities as an 
advocate, it would seem, entitled him to 
be known as ‘‘the Hon. Mr.”’ 

Ia the zenith of his legal career, from 
about 1860 to 1875, McBride earned more 
money at the bar, it is said, than any oth- 
er member of his profession in St. Louis. 
In those days criminal practice was lucra- 
tive, civil practice not having deve oved 
into the immense fee possibilities which it 
now 
McBride's tncome is estimated by some 
as $25.000 a year. Gov. Johnson, 
himself a noted advocate in criminal cases, 
who was pitted against McBride in many 
cases, estimates that the latter earned 


rough 


inceme was regarded as enormous 
lawyer. 


M’BRIDE DIED POOR. 
Nevertheless, McBride died poor. He was 
practically penniless. Judge Thomas Mor- 
ris, who knew him well in his palmy days, 
tells in this pithy characterization much of 
the secret of McBride's career: 
“He was a king in the courtroom and ay 


court fool outside.”’ r 
Gov. Johnson, to whom the older lawyer 
looked for occasional advice and aid in his 
deciining days, says: 
“Jim never knew the use of money. He 
had no use for Kk except to spend it. He,

McBride once defended a steamboat cap-

Bride's eloquence succeeded in getting his 
client off with a sentence of two years. 
It is said by a friend of both Vest and Mc: 
Bride that the latier was a much more elo- 
quent spr aker chan is the senator. 

“If McBride had not Men a drinker,” 
Says this friend, “he might have had at 
least a United States senatorship, for his 
talents entitled him to distinction.”’ 

Lawyers who pract.ced with McBride as- 
sert that he was tyrannical and dictato- 
rial in hts manner—one’ of the old-style 
hlustering barristers, and that at times 
he did not hesitate to attack, in a physi- 
cal way, men weighing 300 pounds, thous 
he was very small of stature himself, 
weighing never more than 125 pounds. 

“McBride had an tmmense power of en- 
durance,’’ says Judge Morris. ‘‘He could 
drink excessively tonight and tomorrow he 
would present the appearance of a man 
who had not tasted liquor for a year. 
He sobered up on narcotics.”’ 

7ov. Johnson says that he was a very 
robust man in his prime, muscular, strong 
and active, in spite of his diminutive pro- 
rortions. 

Auocther acquaintance corroborates Gov. 
Johnson's remark that Mr. McBride had no 
knowledge of the use of money. If he 
had money in his pocket he would throw 
it away to newsboys, tramps or beggars. 
He was exceedingly generous, but not dis- 
criminating in his generosity. 


STRONG LIKES AND DISLIKES. 

True to his role as the old-timer, McBride 
had strong likes and dislikes. For various 
reasons he became estranged from several 
of lis hest friends, and in some cases the 
estrangment lasted through life. 

Many years azo “‘Gen."’ William D. Ryder 
and Mr. McBride were inseparable companh- 
ions. McLride was KRyder’s attorney. Later 
they became estranged. and of late years 
had not been seen together. 

Though McBride was «opposed to Gov. 
Johnson in many important criminal cases, 
while the latter was circuit attorney, more 
tha a quarter of a century ago be was al- 
ways friendly with Johnson. except for a 
short time. after the trial of Paul McBride 
on the charge of killing a fireman. The el- 
der McPride appeared to think that John- 
son ehould have assisted him in defense of 
his.son, and for a time refused to speak to 
hiy old friend and !egal opponent. 

Paul McBride was tri in 
County, on a change of venue. 
F. McDonald was in thé case as leading 
counsel, but the prisoner's father. conduct- 
ed the case. After a long trial and the 
expenditure of much money the prisoner 
was acquitted. 

The old lawyer's devotion to his children 
was ay omnes * Other oldtimers remember 
vividly how he defended the grave of his 
son, and the incident serves to depict, ag 
no amount of verbal description could do, 
the character of the man. 

Walter McBride, the lawyer's first son, 
was buried in St. Vincent's Cemetery, on 
Compton Heights, the grave being most 
exactly where is now the center. of the in- 
tersection of Jefferson and Park avenues. 

The Catholic Assoclation owning the cem- 
etery sold it and the bodies were to be re- 
moved, to make way for the advancing city. 
All the bodies except that of alter Mc- 
Bride were removed without protest.

In his indorsement the secretary stated 
that it seemed to him unwise or inexpedient 
to inapguraie a policy so entirely d.fferent 
from that in force, and which was produc- 
ing such. satisfactory results. To do so 
would be to discredit the work of Gov 
Taft and his associates on the Philippines 
commission, and of Gen. Chaffee, who now 
has the military situation well in hand, and 
would only create the impression among 
the Filipinos that the United States was 
displaying weakness and vacillation and en- 
courage them to continue the war. The 
Prezianent concurred in the secretary's 
views. 

By his antagonism of the administration 
Gen. Miles has placed himself alongside 
of the political opponents of the President 
and this may serve to widen the breach be- 
tween arnry headquarters and the White 
House. Gen. Miles has determined to fight 
the army staff bill, which Secretary Root 
has prepared, and which he is pushing be- 
fore Congress.
